The Estates Commissioners beg to submit the following Report of their proceed- 
ings under the Irish Land Act, 1903, during the year ending 31st March, 1908, 
together with a summary of their proceedings for the period from 1st November, 
1903, to the 31st March, 1908. 

Where not otherwise stated, the expression ^‘period” in this Report means the period 
from 1st November, 1903, the date, on lohich the Act oame into operation, to Blst March, 
1908, and the ex])ression “year” means the year ended March, 1908. 

The expression “ first term judicial rent” means a rent fixed or agreed to before the 
l4:th Ajigust, 1896, and the expression “ second term judicial rent” means a rent fixed or 
agreed to since that date. 


I. 

Direct Sales by Landlords to Tenants, i.e., to Persons other than the 
Land Commission (Sections 1 to 5 of the Act). 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1908, there were 
lodged 5,736 Applicattons, originating proceedings by Vendors for the sale of Estates 
to persons other than the Land Commission ; 1,18 L of these Applications were lodged 
in the year ended 31st March, 1908: the number lodged during the previous year 
was 1,080. 

During the period, 34 of the applications lodged were withdrawn and 59 refused, 
the numbers for the year being 16 and 12 respectively.

In Tables XL and XII. will be found a detailed analysis of all advances 
made in the year and during the period under review in respect of sales direct from 
landlord to tenant under the provisions of Sections 1 to 5 of the Act. These Tables 
show by provinces and counties the number of years’ purchase, the percentage of 
reduction in judicial cases, first and second term, zone and non-zone cases, and non- 
judicial holdings, and particulars as to parcels and demesnes. 

In the period ended 31st March, 1908, the Commissioners refused entirely 854 Advances, 
applications for advances, amounting to £300,312, and in 2,486 cases refused to ^Ibievn 
sanction the full advances applied for — the advances sanctioned in these latter cases 
being £185,241 less than the sums applied for. The reasons for refusal are given in 
Table m 


II. 

Purchase and Resale of Estates bt the Land Commission (Sections 6 and 8). 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March last, 397 Originat- originating 
ing Requests (of which 14 have been withdrawn or refused) were lodged asking the Requests. 
Commissioners to inquire into the circumstances of estates with a view to purchase 
and resale. Of this number, 131 were received in the year ended 31st March, 1908j 
the number received during the previous year was 9 1 . 

During the period, inspections were made of 310 estates, 129 of which were Estates 
inspected in the year. In the case of 8 of the estates inspected in the period, the 
Commissioners decided not to make any offer.

offersto On the 31st of Aluvch. 1908, the Commissioners hntl estimated the price and 

(Tatl'eTiir. made ofters amounting to 783, 131 to purchase 229 estates. 103 of these offers, 
and IV.) amounting to £68-1,653, were made in the year. 

Offers During the period, 19S offers, amounting to £2,553, 1 77, were accepted by vendors, 

reused and two oftei'S, amounting to Xl 0.436 were refused 82 of these offers, amounting to 
£514,765, were accepted in the year. 

Offers On'the 31st March, 1908. 29 offers, amounting to .£219,518, were awaiting 

acceptonce. acceptance or refusal by vendors. 

Agreements Duriug the period, having obtained undertakings from not less than three-fourths 
of the tenants to purchase their holdings, the Commissioners entered into agreements 
and IV) to purchase 156 estates for £2,201,2-11. Agreements amounting to £220,590 were 
made in the year for the purchase of 50 estates. The number of estates agreed to 
be purchased in the previous year was 52. the purchase-money of which was 
.£749,637. There were no cases in which the Commissioners found it necessary under 
Section 6 (s.s. 3) to request the Ijord Lieutenant to dispense with the conditions 
in Section 6 fs.s. 2) requiring the Commissioners, before agreeing to purchase an 
estate, to obtain from not less than three-fourths of the tenants undertakings to 
purchase their holdings.

Ill the veav and dming the period ended 31st March last, the Commissioners 
certitied to the Lord Lieutenant in respectively 6 and 11 estates (congested ^vithin 
the meaning of Section 6 (5) ) that the purchase and resale of the estates were desnable 
in view of the wants and circumstances of the tenants. In - of these 11 estates the 
resales have been completed without any loss within the meaning of Section 44 the 
necessary improvements having been made by means of grants from the Keserve t und 
not repavable. As regards the remaining estates, 8 have been purchased by the 
Commissioners and the purchase of one is pending. In 2 of these estates, purchased 
for £60 313, the Lord Lieutenant has directed that the conditions in Section fa as to 
resale without prospect of loss may be relaxed to the extent of £2,908 or 4’6/on 
the Durehase money, such loss, when incurred, to be charged on the Land Commission 
Vote pursuant to Section 44 (2) In the other cases the arrangements for resale are 
not yet sutiicientlv advanced to enable the estimate of loss on resale to be rnade. 

It may be observed that the particulars in the foregoing paragraph ref er only to 
those congested estates on the purchase and resale of which by the Commissioners it is 
contemplated that a loss chargeable on the Land Commission v ote should be incurred. 
The f^eneral operations of the Commi.ssioners connected with the purchase and resale 
of mitenauted land for the enlargement of holdings and relief of congestion ate set 
forth on pages xiii. and xiv. of this Report, and the expenditure sanctioned out of 
the Reserve Fund for the benefit and improvement of estates is given on page xvi.

PuECHiSE AND ReSALE BY THE LaND COMMISSION OF ESTATES IN THE OOUET OF THE 

Land Judge (Section 7,i. 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31sfc Marcih, 1908, the Land 
Jud<?e. at the request of the Land Commission, furnished particulars m respect of 
152'estates, to enable the Commissioners to have the estates inspected with a view 
to purchase and resale under Section 7 of the Act. In the year ended 31st March, 
1908, particulars were furnished in respect of 15 estates. 

Daring the period, inspections w’ere made of 142 estates (to\ seven of vmich 
the Commissioners refused to make an offer), and on the 31st of March, 
1908, the remaining 10 estates were either in course of inspection or -were awaiting 
inspection in their order. In the year. 36 estates were inspected ; and in four cases 
the Commissioners, after inspection, did not see their way to make an offer. 

Duriiiv the period, the Commissioners estimated the price, and having obtained 
undertakings fiom not less than three-fourths of the tenants to purchase their holdings, 
made offers^amounting to il, 285, 238 to purchase 119 estates. In the year, offers 
amounting to £334,566 were made for the purchase of 29 estates. 

Durino- the period, 87 offers, amounting to £982,849, were accepted by the Laud 
Judge, anS 4, amounting to £14,734, were refused. In the year, 25 offers, 
amounting to £276,114, were accepted. 

On the 31st of March, 1908, 28 offers, amounting to £287,655, were awaiting 
acceptance or refusal by the Laud Judge.

It will be seen from the foregoing table that, of the sums expended in the year 
and in the period, ^£45,415 3 98. Id. and £77,953 12s. lOd. respectively were 
by way of free grant, and are, therefore, not repayable, and that the sums of 
£11,101 4s. Id. and .£22,825 6s. lOd. respectively are repayable by the purchasing 
tenants as part of their Land Purchase Annuities, representing the enhanced prices 
of their holdings on resale after improvement. 

For the purposes of providing the necessary funds to meet the foregoing expenditure,

Kegotiation Fees {Section 23, s.s. lid? 12). 

During the year ended 31st March, 1908, the Commissioners sanctioned, under 
section 23, s.s. 12, of the Act, Negotiation Fees in respect of 218 estates on 
which an agent had been employed by the Vendor to negotiate the sale of such 
estates to persons other than the Land Commission. The total fees sanctioned 
amounted to £54,417 16s. Id., which sum represents an average percentage of 
22 on the aggregate purchase moneys. The total amount of fees sanctioned from 
the commencement of the Act up to 3lst March, 1908, was £191,825 18s. 7d.. in 
respect of 736 estates, the average percentage being 2'3. 

During the year under review, fees amounting to £1,556 13s. 8d. were, with 
the assent of the Treasury, paid, under section 23, s.s. 11, as part of the expenses 
of the Land Commission to negotiators of sales of Estates to the Commissioners 
under sections 6, 7 & 8, this sum representing 0'48 per cent, on the aggregate 
purchase moneys. The total amount paid during the period from the com- 
mencement of the Act up to 31st March, 1908, was £5,684 Os. 4d., this sum 
representing 0'54 per cent, on the aggregate purchase moneys. In the case of 
Estates sold to the Land Commission, the duties of the Negotiator are, as a rule, 
confined to negotiating the sale of the property to the Commissioners ; the arrange- 
ments for the resale to the tenants, including the striping and allotment of 
untenanted land, the re-arrangement, enlargement, and improvement of holdings, 
are carried out by their Inspectors and other officials. 

XIV. 

Questions of Law {Section 23, s.s. 1). 

In tlie year ended 3lst March, 1908, the Judicial Commissioner decided 16 
questions of Law referred by the Estates Commissioners, pursuant to Section 23 
(1) of the Act, making a total number of 74 decided in the period from 1st 
November, 1903, to 31st March, 1908.

S'portmg Rights [Section 13). 

In the 2,144 estates for the purchase of which advances were made during the 
period from 1st November, 1903, to the 31st March, 1908, the sporting rights 
were dealt with as follows : — 

In 53 estates exclusive sporting rights were preserved to superior landlords. 

In 2,091 estates sporting rights within the definition of Section 13, s.s. 2, of the 
Irish Land Act, 1903, were vested as follows: — In 1,516 estates in the purchasers; 
in 326 in the vendors; in 142 in the purchasers concurrently with the superior 
landlords ; in 35 in the vendors concurrently with the superior landlords ; in 16 in 
the Land Commission concurrently with the superior landlords ; in 25 partly in 
the purchasers and partly in the vendors ; in 1 partly in the vendor and partly 
in the Land Commission ; in 30 in the Land Commission. 

It will be observed that the number of Estates in which the exclusive sporting 
rights have been vested in the Land Commission is small, and it has not been 
found that the .sporting rights on these Estates are of value. In 2 cases, however, 
the sporting rights have been leased by the Commissioners. 


XVII. 

Mines an J Minerals [Seclion 13). 

In the 2,144 estates, for the purchase of which advances were made during the 
period from 1st November, 1903, to the 31st March, 1908, the right of mining and 
taking minerals was dealt with as follows: — 

In 1,832 estates they were reserved to the Land Commission; in 249 to the 
superior landlords; in 60 partly to the superior landlords and partly to the Land 
Commission; in 1 partly to the vendor and partly to the Land Commission; in 1 
partly to the superior landlord and partly to the vendor; and in 1 to the vendor. 
In the case of one holding on an Estate the mining rights were vested in the 
purchaser. 

Provision has been made by the Irish Land Act of last Session as to the manner 
in which the mining and mineral rights reserved to the Land Commission shall 
be disposed of, and the Co mmi ssioners are at present engaged in negotiation as 
to the development and disposal of the mineral rights on several Estates. 


XVIII. 

Reservation of Ancient Monuments [Section 14). 

In the case of 21 ancient or medieval monuments situate on Estates being sold 
under the Act, the pommissioners of Public Works or the Councils of the follow- 
ing Counties have intimated their willingness to have the monuments vested in

meath, 3, Wexford, 1. 
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Evicted Tena-uU. 

Applications by evicted tenants or their representatives are made under Sub- 
section 1 (d) of Section 2 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, which provides that advances 
for the purchase of parcels of land may be made to, amongst others

At the time the Act of 1903 Ccune into operation, the Kstates Coromissioners E'icted Teuame 
had no direct evidence of the number of persons who might be expected to apply 
pursuant to this Sub-section. It appears, however, from the Report of the 
Evicted Tenants Commission, dated the 25th February, 1893 (Parliamentary 
Paper Cd. 6935 of 1893), that there were on the seventeen Plan of Campaign 
Estates enquired into by the Commission, 884 tenants out of occupation of their

AssistarMsi'-eubj- During the year ended the 31st March, 1908, the Commissioners authorized, in 
connectiou with the reinstatement of evicted tenants, the expenditure ' of 
reiMtated tenants. £54,841 lOs. 9d. (of which £47,658 lOs. 9d. was by way of free grant) out of the 
Reserve Fund for the improvement of holdings, erection of buildings, purchase of 
live stock, compensation to existing tenants on surrendering evicted lands, &c 
bringing up the expenditure sanctioned for these purposes during the period ended 
31st March, 1908, to £99,276 I8s. lOd., of which £83,761 18s. lOd. was by way of 
free grant. 

Difficulties As the figures given, above show, considerable progress has been made in disposing 

applications (now over 10,000 in number) received from persons describing 
hidings for Evicted themselves as evicted tenants or their representatives, and a large number of 
restorations have been effected. There are a considerable number of tenants, or the 
representatives of tenants, evicted within the 25 years prior to the passing of the Act 
of 1903, whom the Commissioners consider should be provided with holdings, but 
wliose former holdings are occupied by bona Ude farmers of the same class as those 
evicted. The Commissioners experience considerable difficulty in effecting arrange- 
ments in many of these cases. They find that where they have acquired uutenanted 
land, and have offered new holdings on it to evicted tenants whose former holdings 
are now in the occupation of bona fide tenants who cannot be disturbed, the evicted 
tenants have in several cases refused to accept new holdings, expecting to be restored 
to those from which they were evicted. In other and more numerous cases, the 
people of the locality claim that the untenanted land acquired or proposed to be 
acquired by the Commissioners should be reserved for themselves, and oppose the 
allocation of any portion of it to tenants evicted from other properties, whose fomer 
holdings cannot be acquired, and consequently the evicted tenants, though at first 
willing to take the new holdings, subsequently refuse to do so. These difficulties are 
greatest in counties where there is a number of evicted tenants whose former holdings 
are occupied by bona Me tenants while the amount of unteuanted land available is 
small in comparison with the demands for it. The experience of the Commissioners 
is that the holders of uneconomic holdings and the sons of tenants think they have a 
better claim to land in their own locality than evicted tenants from another locality, 
and they have little sympathy with evicted tenants from other properties, and stiU 
less with, those of other counties. 

Evioted Tenants 

Aot 1M7. Ine xLvicted ienants Act of last Session, which gave the Coniinissioners com- 

pulsory powers, within strictly defimed limits, for the acquisition of land for the 
restoration of evicted tenants of a certain class, was passed on the 28th of August 
last, and the Rules under which the Act is administered were published on the 
24th October following. The Act and the Rules prescribe the various steps to 
be taken before land can be acquired, and, having regard to the necessary in- 
quiries which must be^made before any of these steps can be taken and to the 
time necessarily occupied by the procedure prescribed by the Act and Rules, it 
is not possible to judge of the effect of the working of the Act in the time which has 
elapsed since it was passed. In the case of 43 Estates, the Commissioners have taken 
steps to acquire compulsorily, under the powers given by the Act, land comprising 
15,993 acres, which, if aot^ired, would provide h<Sdings for about 400 tenants. In 
one of these estates (the Byrne Plan of Campaign Estate at Coolroe, Co. Wexford) 
the lands have been vested in the Oommissiouers, and 9 evicted tenants have been 
r^tored thereto by them. _ In 35 of the other Estates, objections ‘have been 
lodged by the owners, and in 3 the time prescribed for the lodgment of objections 
has not yet expired. It should also be stated that since, and presumably in 
consequence of the passing of the Evicted Tenants Act, a voluntary settlement has 
been come to in a number of cases in which, prior to the passing of the Act, the 
owner had refused the terms offered by the Commissioners. 

As stated in paragraph, 38 ot the Special Report of the Commissioners, dated the 
11th June, 1907, all of the 17 Plan of Campaign Estates inquired into by the Evicted 
Tenants Commission 1893 had been practically settled on' the 3Ist of May, 1907, 
except two, viz. 

The Clanricarde Estate, County Galway, and 
The Hannah Lewis Estate, County Galway.

In the case of the Oanricarde Estate, the Court of Appeal has decided that the 
compulsory provisions of the Evicted Tenants Act do not apply to lands occupied by 
new tenants, even though such tenants are willing to surrender on payment of com- 
pensation. 

In the case of the Hannah Lewie Estate, the Owner has recently intimated that 
she IS willing to sell the lands at the price estimated by the Commissioners and the 
necessary steps are being taken under the Erioted Tenants Act to acquire the lands 
with a view to the reinstatement of the Evicted Tenants.
